m ated in hundreds of thousands. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
K a n s a s C ity , M ay 13;h.—The storm made 
its appearance about 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
coming from tbe direction of W yandotte in 
the shape of three large, dark, funnel-shaped 
clouds, rapidly succeeding one another. 
The 
two first did little damage. 
The laet cloud 
passed acrsss the city at the stock-yards, un­ 
roofing the Exchange building, and damaging 
and destroying a num ber of other buildings. 
I t then struck the bluff on the western line 
of the city, moved south until it reached M ain 
street, from whence it reverted to the north­ 
east, until it reached the eastern limit» of the 
city, at which point its force seemed to have 
been sp 4 t.

The English Lutheran 
brick church was completely wrecked. 
Only 
fifteen minutes before the storm siruck the 
church a large Spnday-rchool hnd been dis­ 
missed. 
The wails of the church came 
together and fell in like an eggshell crushed 
under the foot. 
One family were at supper 
in their basement when tbe house was blown 
completely off its foundation, leaving the 
family unhurt at the table. 
A gentleman 
sitting at an open window near the track of 
the storm was blown across the room through 
another window and down a passageway. 
H e escaped with little injury. 
A nother gen­ 
tleman, with a little child in his arms, was 
blown 300 feet and came down uninjured. 
One woman was blown against a tree, and 
had her neck broken. 
A large nnmber of 
families are rendered homeless. 
The M ayor 
has issued a proclamation for a meeting of 
citizens to-morrow for relief purposes.

AN OLD COUNTRY NEWLY PROMINENT. 


T he dispatches have recently frequently 
epoken of “ the Tonquin difficulty.” So 
great a length of time has elapsed since the 
section referred to was made prominent in 
the news of the world, that a rapid sketch 
of the country and the causes out of which 
its present complications with France arise 
may prove of interest. 
The kingdom of 
Annam is in the southeastern part of Asia. 
I t extends from the most southerly bound­ 
ary of China Bouth along the eastern shore 
of the peninsula of Farther India, touching 
th e China Sea on the south, its easterly 
coast being washed by the waters of the 
Gulf of ToDg King. 
The northerly divi- 
aion—that next the Chinese border—is 
Tonquin or Tong King. 
Comparatively 
very little has been known of the country. 
Its policy bas been, like that of China, one 
of exclusion, and iu this respect it has been 
more secretive than the former nation. Its 
northern region 
is mountainous. 
The 
Sang Koi is the largest of its rivers and 
fertilizes a large and valuable tract. 
Near 
th e coast and between the several rivers, 
all of which flow into the Gnlf of Tong 
King, the land ia low and Bwampy. 
The 
Boutheily frontier is marked by a wall 
separating Tonquin from the province of 
Cochin China. A t one time Tonquin was an 
independent principality, but some eighty 
yearB ago was united with the kingdom of 
Annam. 
The south division of this king­ 
dom is known as Cochin China, and com­ 
pletes the east coast of the peninsula. 
In 
IS5S, the French, on account of alleged 
cruelty to the Bishop of Diaz, in Tonquin, 
■demanded reparation. 
This being refused, 
a farce was sent out and captured Siagon, 
and a Frenen colony was planted. 
The 
area of Tonquin is about 27,000 square 
miles, and it embraces the richest part of 
the Annamese kingdom. 
Its mountains 
are clothed with forests of the most valuable 
•timber. The river Sang Koi, or'more lately 
known as the Red River, has, for tcveral 
hundred years, been famed for gold-bear­ 
ing sands, that are brought by its current 
from the mountains on the northern and 
western froutier. 
About a year ago a 
French 
geologist 
penetrated 
to 
these 
mountains, and bis reports lead to the con­ 
clusion that the gold-bearing rook of the 
upper lands, from which the Red River de­ 
scends, is richer far than any yet discov­ 
ered in the world. 
There are in the Ton­ 
quin region also exceedingly large and val­ 
uable deposits of iron, copper, tin, coal and 
salt, and latterly there bag been large ex­ 
portation of these products. There are also 
exports of aromatic woods, cinnamon, cot­ 
ton, tobacco, silk, rice, sugar, indigo, 
gums, gelatinous animal substances, as the 
beehe de-mer. 
The Annamese are a light­ 
hearted people, low in stature, strong, pos­ 
sessed of great endurance, and are recog­ 
nized as a link between the Malayans and 
Chinese. 
They live chiefly on fish and 
rice. 
The Annamese army is a rude 
organization 
of 
about 
seventy thou­ 
sand men, but ill armed. 
The popula­ 
tion of Tonquin Í6 variously estimated at 
from 10,000,000 to 15,000,000. 
It is prob­ 
able that even the smaller figure is exag­ 
geration ; b at that there is a dense popula­ 
tion is a certainty. 
In 1874 France con­ 
cluded a treaty with the King of Annam, 
guaranteeing the latter his independency 
of all foreign powers. 
The treaty pro­ 
vided that Haiphong, on the Tonquin coast, 


should be an open port, as also Quinbon in 
Cochin China, and Hanoi, the capital of 
Tonquin, which is situate on Red river. 
In 1875 or 1876 the treaty provisions were 
to be made effective, and on France de­ 
volved the duty of opening to commerce the 
great river of the country for the advantage 
of itself and of European nations. 
But 
the river from a point ten miles above its 
month swarmed with pirates, fierce and 
daring. 
These are, in the main, rebels, 
driven out of China during the Taieping 
rebellion, and their descendants. 
They 
fairly captured Tonquin, robbed right and 
left, and put the whole country under 
tribute. They, with a goodly portion of the 
Tonquinese, are led by Governors of local 
districts, who oppose foreign entry, and 
have successfully prevented the treaty 
provisions being carried out. 
The King of 
Annam feared to aid the French, and was 
but half-hearted at the best, in carrying out 
the terms of the Convention. 
He has 
for yearB been profuse with excuses for the 
acts of the people of the interior. 
Finally, 
in 1882, French patience broke down, and 
the King was given sharp notice to comply 
with the treaty, or France would by force 
of arms enforce it and d ear the river of 
the obstructionists. The King did nothing 
for France, but, it is shrewdly suspected, 
eecretly perm itted notice to be given to 
China of what was impending. 
This was 
for no love of the Empire, for indeed the 
Emperor of China claims the King of An­ 
nam as á vassal, who must pay tribute to 
him. 
W hether the notice was given with 
the consent of the King or not, it is cer­ 
tain that China interposed a protest to the 
occupancy of the province by any armed 
force of exploration. 
There were commer­ 
cial reasons for this also, for the reports 
are that the country just over the Chinese 
border is vastly richer in mineral wealth 
than on the Tonquin side, and China is in­ 
disposed to have foreign miners enter and 
explore. 
Following the protest, however, 
came a formal application from the King of 
Annam to the Chinese Government f*r 
consent and aid in opening the river. 
To 
thisChina agreed, and the reason is obvious, 
for with a Chinese and Annamese force 
to open the stream, France would have no 
excuse for sending an armed force upon its 
waters, and which, of course, would mean 
French seizure and domination of 
the 
whole country. 
France, however, is not 
to be lured into a surrender of her 
prize, and has-accordingly sent out a force 
of 1,500 men to command respect for the 
treaty terms. It has been met by an army 
of 4,000 Chinese and Annamese at the 
capital of Tonquin, and, according to ad­ 
vices through French sources, the invaders 
were victors. 
China has sent on 2,000 
more of her best troops, and France has 
voted the credit necessary to carry on the 
war vigorously. 
It is believed th at Ger­ 
many watches the proceeding with ill- 
coccealed uneasiness, and th at she may 
take a part in the struggle. 
If the French 
succeed they will of course seize the entire 
province, and to this Germany will un­ 
questionably interpose her protest. 


THE BULES, 


The new civil eervice rules have been 
published. 
They erect three branches of 
the service—those to serve in the depart- 
men‘,3 at Washington, those to serve under 
Collectors, and those under Postmasters. 
There are to be open competitive practical 
examinations for admission to the service, 
and examinations for promotion in the 
service, to test fairly the relative capacity 
and fitness of the applicants for the duties 
to be discharged. 
Proficiency in the or­ 
dinary English branches is required in all 
cases, and 65 per cent, must be obtained 
by all. 
In the offices demanding special 
knowledge it is provided th at the appli­ 
cants must be familiar in special branches. 
Every applicant must establish his good 
repute as to moral character, his health 
and physical capacity. 
No question can 
be asked involving political or religious 
opinion or affiliation. Those examined will 
be graded, and certificates as to standing 
in the gra'des issued. 
Under a registry 
system, according to the grade standing, 
the Commission certifies 
to 
any of­ 
ficer 
about 
to 
fill 
a 
vacancy 
the 
three 
names standing highest in the 
grade for such positions, regard being 
had to the apportionment of appointments 
to States and Territories. 
Sex is to be dis­ 
regarded, except the request of the officer 
or the law calls for an appointee of a given 
sex. 
All original appointments are for the 
probationary period of six months, at the 
end of which, if the appointee proves fit, 
he is “ to be absolutely appointed.” There 
ate excepted from examination the confi­ 
dential clerks of heads of departments, 
cashiers of Collectors and Postmasters, 
superintendents of money order divisions 
in postoffices, custodians of money for 
which another officer is under bond, from 
and above the grade of assistant cashier ; 
secret service employes, stenographers, in­ 
terpreters, and those whose employment is 
exclusively professional, as doctors and 
lawyers. 
These regulations no reasonable 
person can object to. 
They will free a 
vast host of Government employes from 
the slavery of the “ rings,” “ bosses” and 
machine men and political assessors. 
The 
inauguration of the work of the Commis­ 
sion marks the entry of the nation upon an 
im portant era in its history. 
The system 
will be assaulted from the outside, but the 
citizen who regards country above party 
will lend his influence to the snpport of the 
Civil Service Commission.

Public indig 
nation is considerably aroused at the Gov­ 
ernor's act, for fear the reprieve may ulti­ 
mately lead to a pardon. Jones is adjudged 
as wholly deserving of the law’s severest pen­ 
alty. 
The T rial o f M ajo rs. 
San Jose, May 12tb.—The trial of Majors, 
charged, with Jewell and Showers, with the 
murder of Rencwden, commenced to-day. 
Two jurors ou the regular panel were ob­ 
tained, but no peremptory challenges will be 
exercised until the panel is full. 
A venire of 
fifty additional jurors issued, returnable on 
Monday, at 10 A. M. To-day Jewell is sick, 
and has not seen visitors. H e Bays his head 
feels as though it would burst. This is looked 
upon as a natural reaction after the strain he 
has undergone. 
G rand L odge, I. O. O. F . 
San J ose, May 12th,—The Grand Lodge 
adjourned sine die at a late hour on Friday 
evening. After the installation of the offi­ 
cers a magnificent jewel was presented, on 
bthslf of the Grand Lodge, by Dr. Breyfogle, 
of San Jose, to Leon D. Freer, P. G. M.

S anta R osa, M ay 12th.—Lavi Slusser, a 
pioneer, aged 66, partially insane, cut his 
throat at bis home near M ark W est, yester­ 
day, and on bearing it his wife dropped dead. 
S lu te r still snrvives, but is likely to die. 
C ru sh e d by th e F a ll o f I lls O w n H ouse, 
San B uenaventura, May 12‘,b.—Yester­ 
day a lad parsing the house of J. W. Wilcox, 
about eight miles from town, saw that it had 
fallen down, crushing the occupant, whose 
feet were sticking out from under the ruins. 
He had probably been dead some four or five 
days when found. Wilcox was an eccentric 
character, who had long been snpported by 
the county, and who lived entirely alone. He 
was a native of Massachusetts, aged abont 48 
years. The Coroner h&s gone out to hold an 
inquest, but there is no doubt as to the fact 
that his house, built of loose stone, without 
mortar, fell and killed him. 
H o rrib le A ccid en t In Nan F ra e c lsc o . 
San F rancisco, May 13th.—A shocking 
accident occurred this afternoon on the line 
of the steam dummy connecting with the 
Union street cable road, resulting in the al­ 
most instant death of a man named Charles 
Heusch. The accident happened near Baker 
street. The train of cars, heavily loaded 
with passengers, wa# going oat at a fall rate 
cf speed. Tne engineer saw a man and woman 
walking some distance ahead, both goiDg in 
the ¿same direction with j the train, 
but 
walking on ths tide of the track. 
When the 
train came within tw enty or thirty yards of 
the couple the woman was observed to 
dash forward as if to cross the track. 
The 
man 
sprang 
after 
tin 
woman 
to 
prevent 
her 
attempting 
the 
rash 
and 
perilous 
act. 
He 
was 
not 
quick 
enough, 
however, 
for 
the train 
was on them iu a moment, and both were 
caught under the wheels. 7 he msn proved 
to be Charles Heusch, and the woman his 
wife. He was dreadfully mangled, and only 
lived a few minutes after being taken from 
under the cars. 
A t fiist it was supposed 
that the woman wsb killed er fatally injured, 
but an examination showed that she had 
escaped with only slight bruises. 
It is said 
that Mrs. Heusch is subject to freaks of in­ 
sanity, and had previously made several at 
tempts on her life. 
I t is generally thought 
she intended to throw herself on the track. 
Deceased leaves three children. 
The cars 
were crowded at the time, and the fearful 
accident caused intense excitement. 
D calh o f a C hinese L ad y —T h e S an d L ot. 
San F rancisco, May 13th.—On the 16;h 
of February last the mother of the Chinese 
Consul-General to the United States, Huang 
Thun Hsing, died in the province of Kwanz- 
sai, after a lingering illness. The lady being 
of prominence and the wife of a Chinese offi­ 
cial and the mother of a Consul-General, she 1 
had first conferred upon her by the Chinese 
Government the distinction of the fifth rank, 
and at the time of her death, at the age of 
5C, she had been advanced to tbe third rank. 
The Con-ul General here, about two weeks 
ago, received official notice of the sad event, 
and according to Chinese custom that official 
immediately forwarded to all prominent Chi­ 
namen on the coast the intelligence, and to­ 
day, at the Chinese Consulate, N r. 917 Clay 
street, a great m aty prominent Chiaeee called 
to condole with tne sorrowing son. 
Flags 
were displayed in the Chinese quarters at 
half-mast, and the usual Celestial celebration 
was observed. 
The usual meeting was held this afternoon 
at tbe sand lot, which was well attended. 
The meeting wcs addressed by Dennis Kear­ 
ney, Stephen Maybell, Daniel Sullivan and 
J ames Kedney. 
H arro w E scape fro m D e stru c tio n by F ire . 
San R afael, May 13tb.—The Parisian 
House had a very narrow escape from total de­ 
struction by fire t>day. At about half-past 12, 
when upwards of 150 guests were seated at 
the table awaitiDg dinner, smoke was seen 
issuing from eeveral placea in the roof. 
The 
alarm was given, and iu a remarkably short 
time the hose company had a stream of water 
on, flooding the entire building. 
Investiga­ 
tion disclosed that the fire originated from a 
defective flue leading from tbe kitchen, and 
was making its way between the plastering 
and the outside boards the whole length ot 
the building, and only for the timely appli­ 
cation of water, the whole structure" would 
have been in flimes. 
Tbe R a ilro a d C o m m issio n ers in th e H us- 
se l S lough R eg io n . 
H anford, May 13th.—The meeting of the 
Railroad Commissioners 
to-day with the 
Mussel Slough people, was one of intense in­ 
terest. No special preparations had been 
made before they came, for a large gathering, 
or to present complaints, as the people gener­ 
ally had lost faith in the Commission. 
The 
interview lasted from 11 A. M. to 3 P. M , and 
the room where it was held was densely 
crowded. A number of complaints, accom­ 
panied by railroad bills, were presented. All 
were given a hearing, and considerable lati­ 
tude of discussion and remarks was allowed. 
Some freight bills furnished by merchants 
were presented, but the Commission were re­ 
quested by the parties offering them not to 
make known their names.

T b e F a ir D iv o rce Case. 
V irg in ia , May 12:h.—The divorce suit of 
Theresa Fair against James G. Fair came up 
in the District Court this morning. 
R. S. 
Mesick appeared for the plaintiff. 
M. N. 
Stone, cf this city, and Samuel M. Wilson, of 
San Francisco, for the defendant. 
Mr. 
Stone submitted a general demurrer to the 
complaint, on* the ground that it did not 
state facts sufficient to constitute a cause for 
action. The demurrer was submitted with­ 
out argument, and was at once overruled by 
the Court. Mr. Stone then said the defense 
would file no answer to tbe complaint. Mr. 
Mesick asked that the Court appoint a time 
to-day to hear proofs ; also, that the examin­ 
ation be conducted privately. 
The Court 
appointed 12 o’clock M for the pmpise speci­ 
fied. A t 12 o’clock the Court met, but re­ 
porters were excluded. It is known, how­ 
ever, that Inez Leonard, a woman of the 
towr, who arrived here to-day under an as­ 
sumed name, testified to the Senator’s infi­ 
delity to his wife, and that a deposition of 
Jennie Smith, a woman of like character in 
San Francisco, was read. No testimony was 
offered by the defense. 
In a little less than an hour the attorney 
came out, and it was eoon known that a de­ 
cree of divorce had been granted as prayed 
for, and that the plaintiff had been allowed 
$4,250,000 in money and United States 
bonds and the family residence in San Fran­ 
cisco ; also, the custody of the three minor 
children, Virginia Theresa, Alice and Charles. 
The custody of the oldest boy, J ames G. F air, 
Jr., was awarded to the defendant. Tbe fol­ 
lowing are the findings and decision of the 
C ourt: 
First—That the plaintiff and defendant were duly 
married on the 30th day of December, 1861, at Car­ 
son's, Calaveras county, California, the name of the 
said plaintiff being at tbe time of said marriage 
Theresa Kooney ; and that they, the said plaintiff 
and defendant, then commenced to live and cohabit 
together as husband and wife, and continued to do 
so until the 1st day of April, 1883. 
Second -T hat in the year 1360, the said plaintiff 
and defendant commenced to reside together as hus­ 
band and wile in Virginia City, Storey county, State 
of Nevad», and there their resi-ieoee has continued to 
be ever since, and there the defendant was found .,n 
tbe 3d dsy of May, 1833, and Berved by the Sheriff 
of S l i d Storey feunty with the summons and copy 
of complaint in s-id action. 
Third—That since tbe said marriage of plaintiff 
and defend -nt, there have been horn to them as the 
issue of said marriage, four children—James Q., of 


the age of 20 years ; Charles Lewis, aged 16 years; 
Theresa Alice, sged 13 years, and Virginia, aged 8 
years—all living. 
Fourth—Tbat the Baid defendant did, on the 27th 
day of April, 1883, commit adultery with one Inez 
Leonard, at a certain house on the southwest corner 
r-f Post and Dupont streets, in the city and county 
of San Francisco, State of California; ami sail act 
of adultery on the part of defendant remains wholly 
unforgiven and uncondoned on the part of plaintiff. 
Fifth—That said defendant did commit adultery 
with one Jennie Smith in the month of October or 
November, in the year 1881, in a bouse situated oil 
Jessie street, between Fourth and Fifth, in the city 
of San Francisco, and that said last-named act of 
adultery remains wholly uncondoned aud unfor­ 
given on the part of the plaintiff. 
Sixth—That the said plaintiff has never lived or 
cohabited with the defendant since she became 
cognizant of the commission by the defendant of the 
said acts of adultery, or either o! them. 
Seventh—That during the period while the said 
Dlaintiff and defendant were living aud cohabiting 
together as husband and wife there was acquired by 
them a large amount of community property, which 
is now in the hands and under the control of the 
said defendant. 
Eighth—That all the statements of fact contained 
in the complaint of the plaintiff filed in the action 
are true. 
As a conclusion of law from the foregoing findings 
of fact, the Court finds that the plaintiff is entitled 
to a dissolution of the marriage between the said de­ 
fendant and a divorce from the bonds of matrimony 
existing between them ; also to the custody and 
control ot three minor children, and also to her 
proper share of the community property and to the 
costs of this action.

T he A pache S itu ation . 
T ucson, May 13:h.—General Garcia’s en­ 
gagement with the Indians in Sonora has 
demonstrated thet tho baud of renegade 
Apaches is ianch larger thau heretofore sup­ 
posed. 
The gener.il idea has been that they 
numbered about 150. General Garcia esti­ 
mates those on tbe west siJe of the Sierra 
Madres mountains at 150 to 200, and those on 
the east eide will probably bring the number 
np to 300. The country is moat abrupt and 
difficult of aceras, and those who remember 
tbo Modoc war in ihe lava beds will appreci­ 
ate the difficulty of tha work before General 
Crook. The Indians cannot be Btarved out, 
because the mountains furnish plenty of 
game. It is believed, in view of the fact that 
this precipitous country is equal in extent to 
the State of Ohio, that it will require at least 
six months to subdue the Apache?.

Penitentiary. 
R e su lt o f In s u ltin g a W ife. 
A lb u q u erq u e, May 12;h. — A shooting 
affray, resulting from an insult offered to a 
woman, took place in Organ mining camp, 
Dona Ana county, on Tuesday, one man be­ 
ing killed and another seriously wounded. 
On Tuesday, before the fatal affair took 
place, Samuel Hester, who was a water- 
seller, went to the house of Van Elliott, in 
O.gan, and, finding his wife alone, made in­ 
decent overtures to her. 
He was repulged 
and struck with a broom by Mrs. Elliott, 
noon which he retreated, Mrs. Elliott run­ 
ning out of the house to seek refuge with a 
neighbor. 
When her husband returned home 
be was told of the insult offered to his wife, 
and lie and his brother, Robert Elliott, 
vowed vengeance 
upon 
Hester. 
Hester 
did not return to tha house until Friday, 
and the visit cost him his life. 
He evi­ 
dently expected trouble, as he brought 
with 
him 
a companion named George 
Haney, and bath were armed, one with a re­ 
volver and the other with a Winchester rifle. 
Another Winchester and a pi-tol were in the 
water wagon. 
Arriving nt Elliott’s house, 
Hester got down from the wagon and started 
in, when tha two Elliotts came out, Van with 
a shotgun loaded with buckshot and his 
brother with a pistol. 
They then saw each 
other, and Hester pulled his revolver and 
threw it down on Van Eiiiett, ou which both 
the Elliotts fired nt him. 
Hester then shot 
at Van and got a load of buckshot in return, 
which felled him. He pluckily continued 
firing on Van Elliott after he fell, but did not 
wound him. 
He was shot through the lungB, 
and died on Sunday. Haney was disabled 
by a shot in the wrist. Neither of the E l­ 
liotts were hurt.

T he T ucson a n d F o tn l Lobos R a ilro a d . 
G uaym as, May 13,h.—The excursion party 
from Tucson, numbering 25, arrived by the 
regular train. 
Ths excursion was ou the in­ 
vitation of C. M. Strauss, Mayor of Tucson, 
Charles Hudson, a banker, and E. B. Pome­ 
roy, ex-United States Attorney—the Board 
ot Directors cf the Tucson and Point Lobos 
Railroad. They remained over nntil to-day, 
and last evening an American banquet was 
givon at the Cosmopolitan, at which speeches 
of cordial friendship were made, and at which 
the principal officer» of our city were invited 
guests. Under the concession granted by the 
Mexican Government the road is required to 
be organized in this State, and the prelim­ 
inary papers were filed at Hermosillo, on 
their way to this place. The company wl'l 
now be incorporated, and work commenced 
as soon as the surveys are accepted. 
The 
entire party of Directors are agreeably sur­ 
prised at the advantages of Guaymas as a 
port, American capital and enterprise being 
all that is required to make it a success. The 
Board of Directors desire to impress on the 
people here that they desire more close and 
amicable relations for mntnal benefit; that 
without tbe snpp-rt of the people their en­ 
terprise is useless. 
Two carloads of imported merchandise, 
consigned to Bernhardt & Co., from New 
York, arrived last night—the first shipment 
throngh made per the Sonora Railroad.

STEAMER 
BVTBHBD. 


T otal D estru ction o f ik e M ississip p i—Loss 
o f l i f e . 
[Special to the Recokd-Ukio.s'.] 
P o r t l a n d (Ur.), May 13th.—Tbo Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange has the following from 
Seattle : The steamer Mississippi was buoned 
this morning with 1,100 tons of coal, iNo 
steamer or tug being near to tow her away, 
the fire spread to the coal bunkers, burning 
500 feet. 
The chief engineer of the steamer 
was burned to death. 
The bunker timbers 
fell, killing one man and injuring one. 
The 
steamer is a total loss. 


particulars of th e d isa ster, 


S e a t t l e (W. T.), May 13:h,—A t 2 o’clock 
this morning a fire broke out in tbe oil room 
of the steamship Mississippi, lying alongside 
the dock of tbe Columbia and Puget Sound 
Railroad Company. The alarm was instantly 
sounded, the hose brought out and the pumps 
started, but owing to the influnm^ble nature 
of the surroundings it was plain in a moment 
that theie was no putting the fire out, that 
the ship wps doomed, and it behooved all 
hands to get ashore at the earliest possible 
moment. The men accordingly went, some 
on the wharf and some overboard, none of 
them 
saving anything, 
and those 
who 
were 
asleep 
not 
oven getting 
off 
with 
their 
clothing. 
In almost 
the 
time 
that 
it 
takes 
to 
write 
it, 
the wooden deck houses and the riggiDg of 
the ship and the whole upper works wsra 
ablazs. 
The wind k tp t the vessel against 
the dock, to which the flames were quickly 
imparted, and in twenty minutes from the 
first alarm the whole outer end of the w h arf- 
three hundred feet long, built np sixty feet 
above the water—was a mass cf fire. The 
ship Spartan lay on the other side of the 
wharf, only sixty feet from the Mississippi, 
and she too would have gone had not the 
Captain instantly acted. 
He parted his 
lines at once, and was quickly moved away 
from the place of danger by the light breeze 
prevailing. The city Fire Department hur­ 
ried down to the wharf, but owing to the low 
stage of the tide they weie unable to hoist 
water from the bay, and there was no other 
accessible. They, therefore, were practically 
of no value in eaving either Bhip or wharf. 
A t 4 o’clock 


A SECTION OF THE HIGH INCLINE FELL 
Among a large number of people. A ship 
carpenter named Hogan was struck and hurt 
so badly that be died a few hours later. 
¡Sev­ 
eral other personB were struck by the limbers, 
but not seriously injured. A dozen or more 
were knocked into the bay with and among 
the falling timbers, and as many were picked 
up as were discovered, 11 is not known that 
any others were killed or drowned, but it is 
quite possible tbat Beveral lives were lost, of 
which we yet have no account. The only 
person on the Mississippi known to have 
been 
burned 
to 
death 
was 
Charles 
Knapp, 
tha 
Chief 
Engineer, 
who was 
probably suffocated while in bed, and whose 
bones were afterward found on board the 
ship. Mr. Knapp leaves a wife and children 
in San Francisco. 
The hull of the Missis 
sippi, m ale cf iron, was not destroyed, but 
everything of wood in or on her was. Had 
there been some tug in port with steam up 
the Mississippi could have been turned out 
into the stream and the wharf saved. 
Later 
Bhe was taken hold of and towed ashore, 
where they have been pouring water into ber 
all day, the S00 tons of coal in her hold mak­ 
ing a terrible fire all tha while. The lower 
hull will not be injured beyond repair, but 
may again be built up. 


THE BURNED VE3SEL. 
The Mississippi was an iron screw of about 
1,200 tons burden, and was built for a block­ 
ade runner during the war, but was cap­ 
tured on her first voyage, with a cargo on 
board said to tc the mo3t valuable taken 
during the rebellion. 
She was afterward 
placed in the cotton carrying trade, and run 
on various routes till some two years age, 
wheu she was purchased by the Oregon Im ­ 
provement Company, to run in connection 
with their other coal vessels between this port 
and San Francisco. 
The direct and in­ 
direct loss on the wharf was about 840,000. 
The steamer was valued at over $100.000, 
and was insured. 
Captain Holmes thinks 
the fire was caused by tbe spontaneous com­ 
bustion of waste in the oil-room. Thousands 
rf persons were aroused from their slumbers, 
and tbe wharves were lined with people, all 
anxious to do something to save life or prop­ 
erty, but they were powerless. 
The rain and 
the direction of the prevailing wind pre­ 
vented the fire from spreading to the other 
wharf of the company or any part of the 
town, else a most awful conflsgration must 
have resulted. 


A SERIES OF FATALITIES. 
The burning of tbe Mississippi is the laBt of 
a series of fatalities to northern coast steam­ 
ers that, covering a short period, is perhaps 
the most remarkable in the history of the 
cmntry, including the destruction of six ves­ 
sels since the beginning cf tbe present year, 
namely, the Josephine, by. the bursting of 
the boiler; the Gem, Grappler and Missis­ 
sippi, by fire ; and the Tacoma and Eureka, 
by running on the rocks. 
The disasters of 
the steamers occasioned the loss of over UK) 
lives, and the destruction of property valued 
at $750,000—a combination of calamities the 
immensity of which it ¡b impossible to real­ 
ize. The work of rebuilding the wharf was 
begnn immediately, in order that shipments 
of coal may be renewed at the earliest mo­ 
ment, six ships being now in the harbor 
awaiting cargoes. 


THE 
SACRAMENTASS 
ABROAD. 


“ Well, no ; my father wasn't a Mormon, 
He died about nine years ago, back in Mis­ 
souri ; but my mother and my other parents 
is mostly all Mormons.” 
The idea of those “ other parents ” was pe­ 
culiarly amusing to the party.

high.” We came to the conclusion that Cali­ 
fornia’s system of fres schools is preferable to 
Uti h’s system of ward schools, where a tui­ 
tion is exacted of every attendant. 
We visited the Presbyterian church and 
the Ci Jlrgiate Institute under the patronage 
of that church. 
I t is one of the few success­ 
ful Gentile Bchools in existence in the Terri­ 
tory, and consists of two high school grades 
—one a boys’ and the other a girls’ high 
Bchool—a grammar, an intermediate, and a 
primary department, the last containing 70 
pupils. 
Teen we visited the Zion’s Co­ 
operative Mercantile Institution, where any­ 
thing, from a toothpick to a mowing ma­ 
chine, including groceries, dry goods, boots 
and shoes, gentlemen's furnish iog goods, hard­ 
ware. musical instruments—in fact, every 
conceivable article made, may be obtained. 
They have a wholesale and a retail depart­ 
ment, and were very hospitable and pains­ 
taking in showirg forth the points of interest 
in each department, the head of one of them 
devoting his time to us. 
In the evening many of the party attended 
the meeting of tbe Presbyterian Synod of 
Colorado, the members of which extended a 
very cordial invitation lo our California 
clergy and their friends to join them, and 
made their evening very pleasant. 
Several 
others of the party made a tour of the busi­ 
ness streets, which are very wide and brill 
iantly lighted with electric lights, and many 
of the larger stores being similarly lighted. 
In fact the place, by gas and electric light, 
presented a very busy, live appearance, and 
our impressions of Great Salt Lake City were 
decidealy pleasant. 
Yet I am qnite sure that 
everyone, young ladies included, were ready 
to resnme their journey eastward, when 
morning came. 
Before leaving the iopot Saturday morning 
we received a call from Francis Cope, Gen­ 
eral Agent of the U tah Central Railway, 
who complimented us very highly upon the 
appearance of cur car and the general suc­ 
cess of our trip. Ha had 
already, as 
have all agents and Division Superintend­ 
ents along the line, given written orders to 
his conductors and brakemen to “ take good 
care of Rev. Mr. Rice and his party, and to 
extend to them every courtesy within your 
power, that they may sing the praise of our 
conductors and brakemen.” And we are very 
glad to assure our friends that tbe orders 
have bean followed to the letter. 
At 7:30 
Saturday morning we left Salt Lake City, 
having received the best wishes aud congrat­ 
ulations of many of her citizens, who ap­ 
peared to be vsry much interested in our Cal­ 
ifornia excursion.

Impressions of 
Mormondom ! 
I wish I eould give ex- 
pressim to those made upon my mind. We 
reached Ogden at 8 o’clock Friday morning, 
when we moved curtains, plaques, etc,, to 
the Union Pacific cars. After doiog so we 
were informed that Mr, Rice had obtained 
permission to have onr sleepers attached to 
the regular train for Salt Lake City, thus 
saving the trouble of changing cara for 
that trip and of going to a hotel at Salt 
Lake. Upon our arrival at the city we feund 
carriages awaiting us, ready to take us to 
“ see the sights.” 
The first point to be visited w a p , of course, 
the Tabernacle. The descriptions which we 
had heard before visiting it we found to be in 
no wiee exaggerations.

LOCAL INTELLICENGE. 


THS FOLSOM MUKDER. 


Full particulars have been obtained of the 
murder which took place in New York ra­ 
vine, above Folsom, on last Friday. The 
murdered man was not a peddler, as at first 
reported. 
He came from the mountains, and 
stated to people along the road that he had 
gone to the higher mountains for the purpose 
of prospecting, but found the snow too deep 
and returned. 
A t several places along 
the 
road 
he 
had inquired for work. 
The 
pack-horse 
was 
for 
the 
pur­ 
pose 
of 
carrying 
his 
clothing 
and 
supplies. The man is unknown, and nothing 
was found by which he could be identified. 
In bis pack were found three new shiite, la­ 
beled “ Nathan & Co., Sacramento,” On the 
road not far beyond where he was murdered 
he called at a ratoon and asked for a bottle of 
wiue, for which he tendered a §20 piece for 
payment. 
The keeper of the house was un­ 
able to change it, and the man gave him what 
silver 
he 
had, 
which was not 
quite 
sufficient 
to 
pay 
the 
bill. 
The 
transaction 
was 
witnessed 
by 
one 
James Page. The latter has been recently 
discharged from Folsom Prison, where he 
was sentenced for ten years, for a murder 
committed not far from New York ravine. 
H e left the saloon at the same time the 
stranger did and went to the home of his 
mother, not far diataLt, and got a Winchester 
rifle and left the house. Not long afterwards 
shots were beard in New York ravine, 
and presently Page returned the gun to 
the 
house 
and 
changed 
his 
clothes. 
The officers who arrested Page went to the 
house and obtained the gun but did not find 
the clothes. The cartridges in the gun and 
the empty shells found on the ground at the 
scene of the murder juBt make a complete 
load for the riHe, and the sheila correspond 
exactly. 
The Uoroner of El Dorado county, accom­ 
panied by the District Attorney, came to the 
ravine and impaneled a jury and held an in- 
qneBf. 
The verdict was that the deceased 
came to his death from gun-shots fired from 
a rifle in the hands of James Page. The 
prisoner was lodged in Folsom on Saturday 
night and taken to Placerville yesterday. 
Constable McComber, of Folsom, made the 
arrest. 


M u r d e r a t H i c k s v i l l e . —Saturday night 
at about 12 o'clock Constable Al. Smith, of 
Hicksville, arrived in this city with a mur­ 
derer, who was lodged in the city prison. 
The following particulars of a villainous mur­ 
der at Arno’s Hotel in Hicksville were 
learned i^A man named Robert Elwell was 
eittiev-or^^sbar-room of the hotel abont 9 
o’clock on Saturday morning, watching a 
game of cards. W ithout the slightest appa­ 
rent provocation the barkeeper, named Mac 
Porter, came cp to Elwell and struck him on 
the bead with a beer mallet. Three heavy 
blows were struck. . The assaulted man 
ran 
out 
the 
door 
and 
fell on 
the 
sidewalk. 
The murderer 
followed 
and 
struck 
him 
several 
times. 
Constables 
Fugitt and Smith soon 
after 
arrested 
Mac Porter. In the afternoon the prisoner was 
given a preliminary examination before Jus­ 
tice Kane and held to answer for attempt to 
commit murder. Constable Smith started 
for Sacramento, and while at Galt learned 
that Elwell had died from the effects of the 
wounds. __ The murderer was once an inmate 
of the Napa Insane Asylum. This deed is 
supposed to have been committed while in an 
insane tit. The victim has been in the vicin­ 
ity of Hicksville for about a year, working 
on a ranch, and is known to be a hard-work­ 
ing and quiet man. Nothing is known of his 
history previous to his arrival at that place. 
Yesterday morning MacPorter was removed 
from the city prison to the County JaiL He 
refu .ee to talk about the murder.

Record-U nion : In the statement 
published in last Thursday’s evening paper, 
another expest was asked for by Mr. Beckley, 
which has since been refused. 
The four new members of fee present 
Board of Supervisors were appointed several 
weeks ago to examine the county bocks, and 
they not only confirmed all that the late 
Grand Jury and the experts had said, but 
added considerable more to it. The late ex­ 
perts did not admit that their report was 
fraught with errors; they did not ask to make 
any corrections ; they did not make any at 
the request of any member of the late Grand 
Jury ; the two experts did not receive §1,000, 
or §900, or {even §800, for their nearly four 
months’ labcr|m|?xpeitirg. 
The Grand Jury made no reporten Mr. 
Greenlaw’s books. The experts finished with 
January 8, 1883, and examined none of the 
present officers’ books. The nineteen Grand 
Jurors were in session nearly four months, 
and were at all times ready to listen to the 
complaints cf any citizen, or to receive any 
suggestions. 
They remained in seseion as 
long, it is to be hoped, as was for the publie 
good. Sarely the nineteen Grand Jurors, the 
two experts, and the four new Supervisors— 
twenty-five in all—could not have made many 
errors or false statements. 
The taxpayers of this county will be glad 
to hear that there will be money enough, as 
Mr, Beckley states, to run the county govern­ 
ment till next January, even if there is 1 ss 
than §71,0C0 in all the funds, including State 
fund, bond and interest, and sinking funds. 
But we will wait and see as to the truth of 
this statement.

DYSPEPSIA. 


The late Dr. Leared, in his recently pub­ 
lished es3ay on "T h e Causes and Treat­ 
ment of Indigestion,” lays down as a fun­ 
damental principle that the amount of food 
which each man is capable of digesting 
with ease always has a limit which bears 
relation to bis age, constitution, health and 
habits, and th at indigestion is a conse­ 
quence of exceeding this limit. 
Different 
kinds of food are also differently adapted 
to different constitutions. 
Dyspepsia may 
be brought on by eating irregularly, by 
allowing too long an interval between 
meals, and by eating too often. Frequently 
the meals arc not ganged as to their rela­ 
tive amount, or distributed with a due re­ 
gard to health. 
Thus, when we go out 
after taking a light breakfast and keep at 
our work, with a still lighter lunch only 
during the interval, till evening, we are apt, 
with the solid meal which tempts us to in • 
dulgence, to put the stomach to a harder 
test than it can bear. 
“ W hen a light 
breakfast is eaten, a solid meal is requisite 
in the middle of the day. 
W hen tne or­ 
gans are left too long unemployed they se­ 
crete an excess of mucus which greatly in­ 
terferes with digestion. 
One meal has a 
direct influence on the n e x t: and a poor 
breakfast leaves the stomach over-active 
for dinner. 
* 
* 
The point to bear in 
mind is, th at not to eat a sufficiency at one 
.meal makes you too hungry fcr the n ex t; 
and that, when you are too hungry, you 
are apt to overload the stomach, and give 
the gastric juice more to do than they have 
the power to perform.” 
Fersons who eat 
one meal too quickly on another must 
likewise expect the stomach finally to give 
notice th at it is imposed upon. Other pro­ 
vocatives of dyspepsia arc imperfect mas- 
ticatiou, smoking and snuff-taking, which 
occasion a waste of saliva—although some 
people find that smoking assists digestion, 
if done in moderatio:.—sitting in positions 
that cramp the stomach, and the pressure 
that is inflicted on the stomach by the 
tools of some trades, as of furriers, shoe­ 
makers and weavers. 
The general symp­ 
toms of dyspepsia are well known. 
Some 
that deserve special remark are fancies 
that the limbB or the hands are distorted, 
mental depression, extreme nervousness, 
hypochondria, aud other affections of the 
mind.
